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Report from the 
Round Room 2008 


008 marked the bicentennial of long-abandoned Palmertown in the 

southeast part of Sutton. It was settled in 1808 by William and John 
Palmer, who had moved there from across the boundary with what was 
then the Town of Kearsarge Gore. William was the direct ancestor of all 
the Palmers in Sutton today. His son John Montgomery Palmer, born in 
1808, lied about his age so he could enlist as a soldier in the Civil War. 
A family tradition links him to “the shoe-polish brigade,” so-named for 
the claim that many of its soldiers before enlistment had darkened their 
graying hair with shoe-polish so they’d be accepted. His sister Sabrina 
was born in 1822 and died in Palmertown in 1915. She married her 
cousin Joseph Palmer. Three of their bachelor sons lived in Palmertown 
after their parent’s deaths. The last of them died in 1930 and within 
a few years the old settlement was completely abandoned. Homes, 
barns, and the last schoolhouse collapsed and rotted away. One of the 
town’s early roads passed through the future Palmertown on or near 
the route of today’s Gore Road. The Town proprietors of Perrystown 
(Sutton) in 1770, right at about the time when Samuel and Sarah Peaslee 
were arriving as Perrystown’s first settlers, voted “to clear a horse road 
from the Westerly Settlers in Salisbury to the Settlers in Perrystown .. 
. [and] to give Ebenezer Noyes Six Dollars to clear said Horse Road.” 
The six-dollar road was marked by axe-blazed trees. Noyes labored on 
obstacles in the marked roadway just enough for a horse to get by. This 
was the route that sometime in the 1770s the newborn baby Thomas 
Miles Wadleigh was carried over by his uncle Thomas Wadleigh. The 
baby’s mother, wife of Jonathan Wadleigh, had died in childbirth, and 
there was no milk in town. Relatives in Salisbury could take care of the 
baby. The vote to clear the road was recorded in the old Proprietors’ 
Book of Records, which is stored in the town vault. '

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In recognition of the bicentennial of Palmertown, we would like to ac- 
knowledge the significant efforts and contributions of two of Sutton’s 
direct descendents of the original Palmertown settlers: Darrel Palmer 
and Wendy Grimes (father and daughter). In 2008, Darrel Palmer com- 
pleted a fifteen-year tenure as Fire Chief. In addition to his membership 
in the Fire Department, Darrel has served as a Selectmen and Cemetery 
Trustee. Darrel’s daughter Wendy is also a member of Sutton’s all vol- 
unteer Fire Department and has been a member of the Rescue Squad for 
15 years, serving as its Chief for the past 8 years. In addition, Wendy 
was a founder of the Cadet Program. Two hundred years later the 
Palmers continue to lead and give back to this community! 


Highlights of 2008 


This year’s Town Report cover features Sutton’s Volunteer Fire De- 
partment and Rescue Squad responding along with the Sutton Police 
Department, New London Ambulance and Dart (the Dartmouth 
Hitchcock Hospital helicopter ambulance). A rescue operation that 
most of us in the Round Room and our staff will not soon forget — 
with the exception of Selectman Wright the ‘rescuee’, who claims he 
doesn’t remember the flight. Those that have been fortunate (maybe it 
didn’t feel that way at the time) enough to experience the phenomenal 
response from our public safety personnel, volunteer fire fighters, and 
rescue Squad’s services can readily attest to their outstanding level of 
professionalism, compassion and selflessness in the performance of 
their duties. 


Another memorable experience this year was the December ice storm 
which left many of us without power or heat for several days. Our 
volunteer fire fighters, emergency management director, cadets and 
rescue squad members performed house-by-house checks, pumping out 
basements, starting generators, providing much needed fuel, arranging 
shelter for our elders, clearing debris and much more. 


You can help our firefighters, rescue squad and police department better 
serve you in the event of an emergency by completing the confidential 
emergency help survey at the front the Town Report and forwarding it 
to the Selectmen’s Office. In addition, to facilitate emergency response, 
please be sure to post your E-911 address at the roadside entrance to 
your residence and on your residence in 3” high reflective letters. If you 
do not know your E-911 street number, please contact the Selectmen’s 
Office. In 2008, our office neared completion of a five-year project with 
the State of New Hampshire to digitize the emergency address mapping 
for our Town. The Sutton Volunteer Fire Department was instrumental 
in the completion of this project. 


Of major interest to this Board was the impact on our community of 
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having two regional schools situated in Sutton. Police Chief, John Sims, 
Jr. reported that in 2008, the Sutton Police Department responded to 
199 calls at our regional schools. Among the types of incidents requir- 
ing police response were calls for vandalism, assaults, drugs, alcohol, 
and thefts. In 2008, this Board worked actively with the Police Chief 
to attempt to establish a resource officer position for 2009. We believe 
strongly that a School Resource Officer would be beneficial to this Town 
as well as the entire KRSD student body and faculty, both proactively 
by resolving issues before they occur and reactively. In addition, the 
resource officer would free up our police department to spend more 
time on Town issues vs. District issues. Should the position be funded, 
the Town would be reimbursed personnel costs by the District or 
other sources. Therefore, the cost for the position would be disbursed 
throughout the District towns as opposed to having Sutton taxpayers 
carry the entire burden. 


In 2008, this Board adopted a Hazard Mitigation Plan which was neces- 
sary in order for Sutton to remain eligible for funding in the event of 
a federal emergency. The objective of a Hazard Mitigation Plan is to 
reduce future life and property losses caused by natural events before 
they occur. The goals of a Hazard Mitigation plan are to: identify 
natural, technological and human hazards that may impact the town; 
identify the risks from such an event; identify resources or techniques 
to help lessen the impact of hazard events. The plan is available for 
public review at the Pillsbury Memorial Hall. 


For over a decade, this office has been reviewing the necessity for a 
highway facility that meets code and will serve the Town's current 
needs and well into the future. As you may recall, in March 2008, we 
proposed a warrant article for a new highway facility to be located 
at the old ash landfill site across from the Solid Waste Facility. The 
warrant article failed, and in response, we charged a Highway Facility 
Committee to review the matter and make recommendations to this 
Board. Members serving on the Highway Facility Committee (HFC) 
are John Silverberg, Chair, Leslie Enroth, Richard Goddard, Mark Loehr, 
Paul Raynor and Kevin Rowe. The HFC held 13 meetings from May 
to December. The HFC focused on determining the suitability of the 
present Village Road site for a new garage. The site’s wetlands were 
scientifically surveyed. The land survey was then updated to insert the 
wetlands perimeter and the location of the PSNH electric line easement. 
Finally, a conceptual site design, ordered in December, will determine 
the best site for a new garage, roads, sand shed, septic system and 
stockpile areas. Also included will be a general project cost estimate 
for the improvements. 


Planning and Zoning activities stabilized in 2008 as did the number of 
building permits issued. The Planning Board has continued its work 
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to update the Town’s site plan review and subdivision regulations. The 
Sutton Conservation Commission acquired a new piece of property 
on Eaton Grange Road now known as the Webb Crowell property in 
South Sutton for all to enjoy. 


A 2008 presidential election brought in a whopping 81% of Sutton’s 
registered voters to cast their ballots. We thank our Supervisors of the 
Checklist - Marne Thompson, Peggy Forand and Kathy Gill; Greg Gill, 
Moderator, Jennifer Call, Town Clerk and all our ballot clerks for all of 
their extra hard work. This year we said goodbye to William Curless 
who served as a Selectmen since 1998 and welcomed Walter Baker, Jr., 
‘aboard’ this Board. 


The year 2008 has been a mostly quiet one aside from some reliably 
unpredictable New Hampshire weather events. As we closed the year, 
we worked diligently with the Budget Committee and our Department 
Heads, Boards and Committee Chairs, to offer a fiscally responsible 
budget in these uncertain economic times.

The Town History 


uring 2008 an enormous batch of old Sutton documents from the 
18th and 19th centuries turned up in the town hall, and Volume II 
of the updated town history was completed. 


The old documents had been piled in a jumble in a large box and had 
been forgotten in some obscure corner over the years. Though there 
were some loose papers, most of them came in long, narrow bundles 
up to three inches thick which the town clerks from long ago had tied 
tightly with string. Asa first step to protecting and beginning to orga- 
nize the documents, I have put them into metal safe-deposit boxes sal- 
vaged from a bank and now labeled by topic, by decade or half-decade, 
or by “to be sorted” tags. Among the countless documents there are 
receipts for school teachers’ wages during the 1780s and 1790s, an 1839 
list of Sutton’s “third company of Infantry attached to the thirtieth Regi- 
ment” under Captain (and future flour producer) George A. Pillsbury, 
the records of monthly support payments from the selectmen to the 
wives of the men off fighting in the Civil War, and many other items of 
interest. By the time the documents are eventually organized, they’ll 
likely be in fifty or more of the old safe deposit boxes. 


The documents are town heritage treasures that will allow us and future 
generations to keep in direct contact with Sutton’s past. Photocopies 
of some of the early teacher payment receipts may be seen at the Ryder 
Corner Schoolhouse at Muster Field Farm, where they were put on 
display for day-long visits which the fourth and fifth graders from 
Sutton Central School made to the farm last fall. 


Volume III of the town history will go to press in late winter or early 
spring and should run to about 300 pages, about the same length as 
Volume II. Its publication has been delayed a bit by the appearance of 
the additional old documents at the town hall and the need to work 
some of that material into various chapters. I already have a good start 
on a fourth (and final!) volume of the updated history of Sutton. 


The original town documents are eyewitness accounts of what went 
on long ago in Perrystown and early Sutton. With certainty they set 
exact dates and establish other facts. One of the complications in writ- 
ing town histories lies in the accuracy of the source information used. 
When earlier town historians were unaware of the original documents, 
they had to rely on longstanding oral traditions. Receipts, selectmen’s 
notes, and other scraps of paper covered with ink from quill pens used 
long ago quickly show how far the evolved versions of history have 
wandered away from actual facts. Such is the case for the claims about 
the town’s first settlers and the town’s first road that were made in the 
1890 town history and on an 1892 map. 
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Jonathan Harvey from Muster Field Farm was the first to put into print 
the wrong claims that David Peaslee was the first settler in town and 
that he had arrived in 1767. The error appeared in two state gazetteers 
published around 1820. The New Hampshire Historical Society has 
preserved Jonathan’s handwritten and signed entry used in Farmer 
and Moore’s gazetteer. 


The 1892 map of Sutton shows David Peaslee’s homesite on the Eaton 
Grange Road with the notation “1st Settler in Sutton.” A bit further to 
the northwest the Eaton Grange Road is marked “1st Road to Sutton.” 
The original documents to prove both these claims wrong are the Town 
Proprietor’s Records in the Sutton town vault and a 1771 map and other 
documents at New Hampshire state archives in Concord. (Volume 
XXVIII of the New Hampshire State and Provincial Papers is a more 
readily accessible source for the information found at state archives.) 


Minutes from the town proprietors’ meetings show that there were no 
settlers in Perrystown during the 1760s. The 1771 Perrystown map and 
the accompanying records identify the first seven settlers in town, show 
the sites of their cabins, give the month and year they had arrived, 
and list the number of acres each settler had cleared by the summer of 
1771. David Peaslee was not one of the first seven settlers; the section of 
the Eaton Grange Road claimed as the town’s first road on the 1892 map was 
not in existence in 1771, but several other roads were. 


Samuel Peaslee and his wife Sarah were Perrystown’s first settlers. 
They arrived in April 1770. 


Southeast Corner of Perrystown in 1771. The extension of the 
“Almsbury Town Road” was the first road in town. 
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Southeast Corner of Sutton in 1966 


The first road in town was Birch Hill Road. Parts of it were relocated 
over the years; other parts are almost certainly the exact stretches cleared 
more than two and a half centuries ago. The original Proprietors’ Book 
of Records in the town vault shows the approval in the minutes for a 
meeting on June 16, 1752, “to go and clear a Rhode to the metting house 
spot.” Captain Obadiah Perry, for who Perrystown was named, was one 
of the seven men on that road clearing crew. The meeting house spot 
was in today’s South Sutton, near Meetinghouse Hill and the center of 
the township. The route to it is shown on the 1771 map. Other road 
improvements that were voted on before 1771 and that account for the 
additional roads shown on the 1771 map came in 1763, 1767, 1769, and 
1770, well before the south section of Eaton Grange Road was cleared. 
Details about them are included in Volume I (Perrystown) of the town 
history in Chapter five, “The Earliest Roads.” 


The people of Sutton are quite lucky to have so many early town docu- 
ments survive. I have put or will put some of the information gleaned 
from them into the four volumes of the updated town history, but 
there will still be plenty of material for the town’s future historians to 
work with.

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Management’s Discussion 
and Analysis 


he Town of Sutton provides this Manage- 

ment Discussion and Analysis, in a format 
prescribed by the provisions of Government Ac- 
counting Standards Board Statement 34 (GASB 34). 
This narrative overview and analysis of the Town 
of Sutton’s financial activities is for the calendar 
year ending December 31, 2008. Please consider 
this information in conjunction with the Town's 
annual audit report and basic financial statements. 


Financial Highlights 


e The Town’s net assets increased by $714,292 in 2008 

° Operating revenue for the year 2008 was $2,198,617 a decrease 
from 2007 of $493,018 

e Total expenditures for the year 2008 were $2,277,353.12 a decrease 
from 2007 of $82,621.88. 

e The General Fund (operating fund) reflected on a modified accrual 
basis of accounting, reports $485,227 in fund balance (surplus) 


Overview of Government-wide and Fund Financial Statements 


The government-wide financial statements for the Town of Sutton re- 
port information on Sutton’s basic financial statements. The Town's 
basic financial statements include three components: Government- 
Wide Financial Statements, Fund Financial Statements and Notes to 
Basic Financial Statements. These statements include all assets of the 
Town (including most infra-structure) as well as liabilities (including 
long term debt). Additionally, certain eliminations have been made 
in regards to interfund activity, payables and receivables. The Fund 
Financial Statements include statements for two categories of activi- 
ties — governmental and fiduciary. The governmental activities are 
prepared using the current financial resources measurement focus 
and modified accrual basis of accounting. The fiduciary activities are 
agency funds, which only report a balance sheet and do not have a 
measurement focus. 


The Statement of Net Assets and Statement of Activities report informa- 
tion about the Town asa whole and about its functions. These statements 
include all assets and liabilities of the Town using the accrual basis of ac- 
counting, which is similar to the accounting used by most private-sector 
companies. All of the current year’s revenues and expenses are taken 
into account regardless of when cash is received or paid. 
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These two statements report the Town’s net assets and changes in 
them. Net Assets are the difference between assets and liabilities, 
which is one way to measure the Town’s financial health or position. 
Over time, increases or decreases in the Town’s net assets are one in- 
dicator of whether its financial health is improving or deteriorating. 
Other factors to consider are changes in the Town’s property tax base 
and the condition of the Town’s buildings, roads and equipment. 


Governmental activities report all of the Town’s basic service activi- 
ties that include general government services, law enforcement, pub- 
lic works, recreation and community development services. Property 
taxes, franchise fees, user fees and licenses, state and federal grants, 
and interest income finance these activities. 


Fund Financial Statements 


The Fund financial statements provide detailed information about 
the major components — not the Town as a whole. Some funds are 
required to be established by State law and by bond covenants. How- 
ever, management establishes other funds to help it control and man- 
age money for particular purposes or to show that it is meeting legal 
responsibilities for using certain taxes, grants and other money. 


Governmental Funds consist of the Town’s basic services, which fo- 
cuses on how money flows into and out of those funds and the bal- 
ances left at year-end that are available for spending. These funds 
are reported using modified accrual accounting, which measures cash 
and all other financial assets that can be readily converted to cash. The 
governmental fund statements provide a detailed short-term view of 
the Town’s government operations and the basic services it provides. 


Fiduciary Funds involves the Town’s role as a trustee or fiduciary for 
certain funds held on behalf of a specific purpose. These funds are 
used to account for assets held by the Town and are purely custodial 
in nature, where assets equal liabilities; therefore, related results of 
operations are not measured or reported. These are excluded from the 
Town’s other financial statements because the Town cannot use these 
assets to finance its own operations. In addition, the Town is respon- 
sible for ensuring that the assets reported in these funds are used for 
their intended purpose. 


Additional information that is essential to a full understanding of the 
data provided in the government-wide and fund financial statements 
can be found in the Town Report 
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GOVERNMENT-WIDE FINANCIAL ANALYSIS 


As mentioned earlier, the Town of Sutton has prepared this report for 
the calendar year ending December 31, 2008 financials in a format pre- 
scribed by the provisions of GASB 34. Therefore, for this financial 
analysis and for comparative purposes, the Town is presenting the 


fiscal year 2007 data in a similar format.

The government-wide financial statements of the Town of Sutton in- 
clude governmental activities. Most of the Town’s basic services are 
included here, such as general government, public safety, highways 
and streets, sanitation, economic development, culture and recreation 
and interest on long-term debt. Property taxes, municipal services 
and grants finance most of these activities.

The cost of all governmental activities this year was $2,359,975.53. 
However the amount that our taxpayers paid for these activities 
through property taxes was only $1,578,402. Some of the costs were 
paid by those who directly benefited from the programs in the amount 
of $392,497 other sources were from grants and state support and 
miscellaneous.

Revenues of Sutton’s business type activities decreased by $4,147. 
This modest decrease is likely a reflection of declining economy most 
noticeable in a reduction of Sutton’s motor vehicle registration fees. 


General Fund Budgetary Highlights 

The Town’s actual operating budget expenditures were $174,342 un- 
der budget. However, $102,950 was reserved to complete projects 
in 2009. These projects include gravel and blacktop upgrade, engi- 
neering fees for the Morse Loop Bridge Project and completion of a 
highway facility study. Positive variances were the norm throughout 
most of the departments comprising the operating budget; however, 
budget overruns occurred in the following areas: election and regis- 
trations, regional planning, local zoning, and street lighting. Positive 
variances were most notably observed in planning largely due to a 
reduction in subdivision activity; highways and streets likely due to 
extremely conservative spending as well as funds encumbered from 
previous FEMA events which helped offset sand and salt costs in 
2008; solid waste through reduction in the waste stream as a result 
of an active recycling program and staffing. Staffing is budgeted for 
full employment throughout the year. Staffing and entitlements often 
vary throughout the year. 


Capital Assets and Debt Administration 


Capital Assets 

The Town has adjusted its accounting policy to capitalize only assets 
that have a per unit cost of $5,000 or greater. The 2008 Net assets were

Economic Outlook and Major Initiatives 

The Town’s total valuation increased in 2008 by $4,154,100. This was 
largely due to new construction as well as updates of assessment 
records for ongoing projects. Sutton continues to be a desirable area 
for residential use in 2008. New construction remained stable in 2007 
and 2008 but was substantially less than the previous five years -- a 
reflection of economic trends being experienced country-wide. The 
Town will use revenues to finance programs we currently offer. Ex- 
penditures are anticipated to increase due to pressing infrastructure 
needs. The Town has been actively exploring the construction of a 
new highway facility and hopes voters will support the implementa- 
tion of the project in 2010. Future plans for an addition to the exist- 
ing fire department are currently being explored. Implementing cost 
conscious measures continues to be a priority in the years to come in- 
cluding close monitoring and analysis of energy costs and energy use. 
The Town of Sutton will do its utmost to maintain the favorable tax 
rate (the total (combined) tax rate was $18.33 per thousand in 2008). 
The Town portion of the Tax rate was $5.45, an increase of .46 over the 
previous two years. In 2008, the Town used $200,000 from the general 
fund balance in order to stabilize the tax rate.

ith four elections this past year, the Town Clerk’s office was quite 

busy. When all was said and done we had a great turnout here 
in Sutton. The Presidential Primary brought in 93 new voters, many 
voting for the first time. We processed 130 Absentee ballots for the Presi- 
dential election in November which brought the turnout to 81%, which 
was slightly more than anticipated. I want to take a moment to thank 
all our ballot clerks, the Supervisors of the Checklist (Marne Thompson, 
Peg Forand and Kathy Gill), and Greg Gill, Moderator, for all their help 
making the elections run smoothly. 


The State finally implemented a new printer for registrations. Now all 
the registrations will be printed with a laser printer instead of the old 
validation printers. We no longer receive pre-prints from the DMV, so 
please bring in your old registration or renewal notice when renewing 
your registration. 


In January RSA 457-A:1 came into effect allowing same sex partners to 
enter into a civil union. We had two couples in Sutton file for a civil union, 
but chose not to have their information printed in the resident report. 


We have seen a decrease of 3% in the revenues for the Town Clerk’s of- 
fice this past year. I believe with gas prices inching up and the economy 
inching down, people just weren’t buying those new cars. 


Unfortunately, while revenues have been decreasing over the past few 
years, tax lien amounts have been rising steadily.

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Report of the Budget Committee 


he Budget Committee began its 2009 deliberative process in December 2008 

with anew member. Richard Benson joined the existing members consisting 
of Mark Loehr, Lynn King, John Silverberg, Jody Wells and Richard DeFelice. 
We shared our sessions with the selectmen, to provide a streamlined process 
for reviewing the forthcoming budget. 


The Committee met with the Department Heads at meetings held December Ist, 
December 8th, 2008 and January 5th 2009. We came to our preliminary recom- 
mendations to share at the public hearing, which was held February 5th, 2009. 
At that time, department requests, the Selectmen’s recommendations and the 
Budget Committee’s recommendations were presented and discussed. 


The unfolding economic environment facing the entire country shaped the 2009 
budget year recommendations. After two consecutive years of achieving a flat 
budget, the 2008-year saw a modest increase. Our goal for 2009, was to create 
a budget that would result in a slight decrease in the tax rate for the Town por- 
tion of residents tax bills. 


We continue to be very appreciative of the thoughtfulness provided by the 
managers as they think about their budgets. Almost all the managers came in 
with ideas on how to make cuts to their budgets, without having to be asked. 
This spirit of care permeated the entire budget process and as a result the rec- 
ommendations for Town meeting may well result in a modest decrease in the 
tax rate for the coming year. 


The committee also evaluated the latest information from the Highway Facility 
Committee to understand the potential timing of a new highway garage. While 
much progress has been made in determining the best site for a new garage, it 
is unlikely that we will proceed in the 2008 fiscal year. We appreciate the many 
ways in which residents share their thoughts about the budget process. In par- 
ticular, their participation at the February public hearing is especially valuable 
as the committee finalizes its recommendations.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 2008 


Yes local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State 
of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collab- 
oratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required 
before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) 
a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household 
waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or 
DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 
Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to 
protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information 
please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or 
online at www.nhdfLorg. 


Spring fire season lasted unusually long this past year, with very 
high fire danger stretching into the first week of June. Once again, 
the rains started to fall during the summer and the fire activity was 
fairly light for the remainder of the year. The acreage burned was 
less than that of 2007. The largest forest fire during the 2008 season 
burned approximately 54 acres on Rattlesnake Mountain in Rumney 
on White Mountain National Forest property. Another 39 acre fire 
occurred on Mount Major in Alton during the month of April. Our 
statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping 
most fires small and saving several structures this season due to 
their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the 
area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several 
of the fires during the 2008 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners 
should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to 
their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear 
of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space 
around your home free of flammable materials. Additional informa- 
tion and homeowner recommendations are available at www. firewise.

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Report of the Sutton Forest 
Fire Warden 2008 


FOREST FIRE PERMIT INFORMATION PHONE- 927-2727 


he 2008 forest fire season was primarily quiet with very few, prolonged 

dry spells. Your Warden and Deputies all attended the annual wild 
land fire training session and received the law updates. Please use the fire 
permit phone number — 927-2727- for information on safely, legally con- 
ducting open fires to request a fire permit. Your Forest Fire Warden and his 
Deputies (we are all volunteers) make every effort to check the answering 
machine attached to this number at Noon and 5 PM daily. We do attempt 
to call people back as required. We ask for your name, address and local 
phone number so we can get your home/location of fire and can contact 
you. We are NOT constantly available to answer the phone so please help 
us by planning ahead and looking at the weather- the safest times to burn 
are when the ground is covered with snow or while it is raining (and the 
ground is moist). A written Fire Permit is required by State law prior to any 
outdoor burning when the ground is not completely covered with snow. 


PLANNING- If wanting to burn brush, make sure fire location is away 
from buildings, power lines and preferably on mineral (dirt) soil. Keep 
the piles small-generally no larger than a pick up truck size- cover 
them with an old tarp (to keep out moisture, tarp is removed prior to 
burning) and if there is a large amount of brush build “feeder” piles 
around the perimeter of the central burn pile. Watch the weather- if 
predicted to rain (bare ground times of the year) please give us a call 
the day BEFORE! Following these guidelines helps with safer outdoor 
burning. 


WE received over 125 calls on the permit phone; we issued 67 fire per- 
mits and two warnings for people burning illegally. We did not have to 
respond to any forest fires this past year. Fourteen (14) of the permits 
issued were for SEASONAL fire permits. These are issued for small 
camp or cooking fires ONLY! These allow the taxpayer to safely and 
legally have small camp or cooking fires, such as in “Chimneas” or the 
recent portable fire places or in safe fire rings at appropriate times. We 
inspect the fire site, if safe and prevention items are in place a seasonal 
permit can be issued. This saves the taxpayer and Warden / Deputy 
time. There is no charge for the inspection or the permit.

ne would have thought that with the high gas prices we experienced 
last year that our call volume for motor vehicle accidents would have 
decreased. Unfortunately this was not the case. We logged a total of 77 pa- 
tient contacts for motor vehicle accidents out of the 171 total patient contacts 


and as is typical the majority of these were on Interstate 89.

We continue to work closely with 
Sutton Fire and cadets to provide the highest level of care possible. The 
December Ice Storm is a good example of this teamwork. Once we 
realized that the power outage was going to be more than one day we 
took the time necessary to divide ourselves into teams and went door 
to door checking on residents. Because of the work Sutton Fire had 
done with dividing the town into zones this process was made much 
easier. It took approximately 6 teams of between 3 and 4 people seven 
hours to canvas the entire town to see who had what for back-up heat, 
who needed to be moved to a warmer location and what our general 
population’s needs are. Sutton Rescue continues to work closely with 
our Cadets to instill in each member a sense of pride in our commu- 
nity, willingness to get involved, and training to do it in the safest way 
possible for these young adults. We are very fortunate to have such 
a great group of teenagers willing to give back to the community in 
which they live. 2009 will bring more cross training of fire and rescue 
personnel, as our number of rescue members remains low. We will 
continue to actively recruit interested members. If you might be one of 
these people, contact one of us to learn more. We extend our grateful

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Report of the Office of 
Emergency Management 2008 


Nee the December Ice Storm is fresh on our minds as it was so 
recent. But 2008 also saw summer flooding towards the end of July 
when New Hampshire felt the effects of many severe rainstorms as well 
as a tornado in the eastern part of our state. Sutton experienced major 
flooding this same day. Sutton Fire, with much help from our cadets, 
sandbagged Kearsarge Regional High School as water rushed down 
Mastin Road overflowing the catch basins ditches. Kearsarge Valley 
Road was also closed due to water rushing over the road at the Country 
Club of New Hampshire. Earlier in the year there was concern that the 
above average snowfall would lead to spring flooding. We were lucky 
that this wasn’t an issue for us. Back to the December Ice Storm. The 
Office of Emergency Management remained open from Friday, Decem- 
ber 12th through Saturday, December 20th. Along with assistance from 
Sutton Fire, Rescue and many hours of hard work from our cadets, we 
were able to go door to door checking on residents who suffered power 
outages for days. This not only gave us the opportunity to meet our 
neighbors but we now have a better handle on what type of needs our 
population has in the event we experience another such incident. We 
were able to get cases of water through FEMA from the National Guard 
Armory in Hillsborough for drinking and offer non-drinkable water 
for flushing needs. This storm gave us a chance to put our emergency 
plan into action to see what worked and what needs tweaking. At one 
point we were close to opening up a shelter at the Kearsarge Regional 
Middle School as our neighbors in New London were being evacuated 
and their shelter was filling. We sent several individuals to the shelter 
in New London for warmth and safety reasons. Cadets were busy 
hauling wood, water, pumping out basements, starting generators and 
even getting mail for many Sutton residents. They worked tirelessly as 
the days dragged on. Ladies Auxiliary members kept us, the highway 
crew, and even the power line workers feed. Residents of town stopped 
by for a bite to eat, hot coffee and good conversation. It is a great feel- 
ing to know what an open door community we are a part of. PLEASE 
NOTE: Any time there is a severe situation in Sutton, such as the 
December Ice Storm, the Sutton Fire Station is staffed from early in 
the morning until evening hours. We are there for YOU!

he Sutton Conservation Commission (SCC) has had another busy 
and productive year. 


In September, two Sutton families donated conservation easements 
on their properties to the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 
(ASLPT). Virginia and Thaddeus Johnson protected 92 acres in Sutton 
Mills, bordered by both Corporation Hill Road and Village Road. Tim 
and Lorraine Davis protected 50 acres of their property on Shadow Hill 
Road. We like to think both projects were seeded by their participation 
at one of our public education programs. The SCC provided advice, 
when asked, and lots of cheerleading. On behalf of all Sutton’s citizens, 
we offer both these families our heartfelt thanks for their generous 
contribution of open space, recreational opportunities and wildlife 
habitat, forever. 


The Town-owned Russell Pond property on Rt. 114 in South Sutton was 
protected in perpetuity with the signing of a conservation easement 
deed with the ASLPT in July. Our thanks, once again, go to both the 
Land Protection Specialists, Beth McGuinn and Andy Deegan, and the 
ASLPT for agreeing to oversee this property. 


We are most pleased to report that in February, the Town was able 
to finalize the purchase of the Peter O. Crowell lot on Eaton Grange 
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Road in South Sutton, about which we wrote in last year’s Town Re- 
port. The $150,000 purchase price (and $1,010 in fees) were taken from 
the Conservation Fund, which is funded by the 10% tax assessed on 
land taken out of current use for development. We greatly appreciate 
that this fund allows us to partially offset loss of land to development 
with land protection for forestry, agriculture, recreation, etc., in this 
manner, thereby helping to retain the “rural character” so important 
to Sutton’s denizens, both human and otherwise. Now known as the 
Webb/Crowell Forest, this beautiful piece of property will provide 
many recreational opportunities to Sutton’s citizens. We hope to get a 
primitive bridge in place next spring, in order to ford the Lane River. 
We encourage abutting land owners to consider protection measures 
of their own, thereby increasing the area of undeveloped land in this 
region of Sutton. 


] We continued our 
involvement ina 
number of wetland 
issues over the past 
year, both with the 
State and with the 
1 Town.

We again assisted 
private citizens with 
wetland applica- 
tions and questions, 
as well as checked 
out complaints and 
tried to work with 
property owners to- 
ward solutions. The 
Department of Envi- 
/| ronmental Service’s 
(DES) Wetlands Bu- 
/ \| reau came out with 
new Comprehensive 
Shoreland Protection Act (CSPA) rules, effective July 1st of this year, 
so anyone doing land disturbance work within 250 feet of some water 
bodies may need a permit from them. 


We did more trail maintenance at the King Hill Reservation (KHR). 
Thanks to all the volunteers who participated. We encourage anyone 
interested in trail work on any of the Town’s properties to contact SCC 
member Don Davis at 927-4925. As part of the 3 year mowing cycle, 
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trails in the middle of the Reservation were mowed. We also had some 
extensive work done by the L. J. Riel Construction Company, who 
used a small brontosaurus machine to cut back growth along the same 
trails and others. A grant from the Natural Resources Conservation 
Service’s Wildlife Habitat Incentives Program (WHIP) covered 75% of 
both projects. We appreciate the help from this federal program. The 
trails look beautiful; everyone did a great job. We think the wildlife 
will appreciate the efforts as well. 


We also extend sincere thanks to the Rowes, Harold Sr. and Harold Jr., 
for two new gates which will be erected at the entrances to the KHR. 
We paid a nominal amount for some of the materials, and the Rowes 
donated the remainder of the material and their time for fabrication 
and installation. Many thanks to them both! 


Several members again attended workshops this year, most of which 
were very informative. We also began work on a Long Range Conser- 
vation Plan under the able leadership of Dan Sundquist of the Forest 
Society. This is an ongoing project which will take us well into the 
year. Public input will be solicited once we get further along in the 
process. 


Looking ahead, we have several new land protection projects in the 
pipeline. Thanks to the generosity of Sutton’s taxpayers, monies are 
available for funding, at least partially. Land values have dropped sig- 
nificantly, providing further opportunities for protection, either through 
purchase or conservation easements. The process takes many months 
(and sometime a year or two) to complete. We always welcome your 
thoughts and suggestions. In these difficult times, sometimes a walk in 
the woods is just what is needed to ease the mind and lift the spirit.

he Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (ASLPT) has been 

a leader in the conservation of our natural resources in the Mt. 
Kearsarge/Lake Sunapee Region for more than two decades. This non- 
profit, citizen-based group’s mission is to protect the rural landscape 
of this region. 


Operated by a volunteer Board of fourteen Trustees, the ASLPT has 
grown from an all volunteer organization with an initial charter mem- 
bership of 475 into an organization of over 1,100 memberships with a 
full-time executive director, two full-time land protection specialists and 
four part-time office assistants. We are pleased to have 100+ volunteers 
providing year-round support for easement monitoring, committee as- 
signments and clerical work. Since our founding in 1987, the ASLPT 
has completed 100 projects and protected a total of 6,203 acres. All of 
our conservation lands must provide for some public benefit and two 
thirds of our properties offer public access. 


Many of our members are involved in our events, are easement moni- 
tors, volunteer to assist with office work, organize fund raising events 
and serve on various committees. We are especially thankful for their 
support and the countless hours that they give us during the year. Our 
members are the lifeblood of the ASLPT and if you are not already a 
member, I urge you to become one. 


During the calendar year of 2008, the ASLPT conserved eight proper- 
ties including our 100th project. Integrated into your rural landscape 
forever are the following conservation easement properties: Baptist 
Pond Trust, 6.52 acres, Springfield; Town of Sutton-Russell Pond, 8.48 
acres; Thad and Virginia Johnson, 92 acres, Sutton Mills; Shadow Hill 
Woodlot — Lorraine and Tim Davis, 50 acres, Sutton; Bradford Bog/ 
Bradford Hotel & Spring, 177.8 acres; and Courser Phase 3 — three 
separate conservation easements, 440 acres, Warner and Webster. In 
early January 2009, we anticipate closing on two New London Proper- 
ties and one Georges Mills property. 


We also had an opportunity to work with the neighbors at Soo Nipi 
Park in conjunction with Lake Sunapee Protective Association to find 
a buyer to conserve 100 acres crucial to the Lake Sunapee watershed. 


In April 2008 we were thrilled to be able to move to our new office lo- 
cated at 71 Pleasant Street. We are delighted to have the much needed 
additional work stations, storage and meeting space. Timed with the 
office move, we added two new members to our staff: Nancy Smith, 
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Administrative Assistant and Andy Deegan, Land Protection Special- 
ist. 


The Outreach Committee of the ASLPT cosponsored a conference in 
April 2008 with the Center for Land Conservation Assistance, “Saving 
Special Places. The conference addressed the issues of planning and 
conservation, land conservation basics, funding, land management and 
other topics of interest to town decision makers. In November 2008 the 
Committee sponsored a workshop, “Maintaining Rural Character”, for 
the decision makers on town boards and commissions in our region. 
The workshop provided opportunities for the participants to compare 
current policies to retain their rural character through zoning, planning 
and conservation. 


The Land Trust has been working throughout 2008 to achieve accredita- 
tion from the Land Trust Accreditation Commission which is an inde- 
pendent program of the Land Trust Alliance. The Alliance conducts an 
extensive review of each applicant’s policies and programs to insure 
that the Land Trust follows accepted accreditation practices. The public 
is increasingly demanding accountability from government and non- 
profit organization, including land trusts. The land trust community 
has voluntarily heeded the calls for self-regulation. The accreditation 
seal will provide the Land Trust with enhanced credibility and respect 
from land conservation donors, members and others.

Dear Friends, 


Des Sunapee Region VNA & Hospice (LSRVNA) remains grateful 
for the opportunities to provide home health, hospice, long-term 
care and community health services to all residents of Sutton. Our 
Mission remains to provide these services to support the dignity and 
independence of all individuals and families in your community. We 
strongly believe in the value and necessity of home care and the LSRVNA 
Board of Directors has reaffirmed that, within its financial resources, the 
Agency will continue to provide Sutton residents with all its services, 
except for long-term private duty care, regardless of insurance coverage 
or any patient’s ability to pay for care. 


I believe that a good visiting nurse agency occupies a unique niche 
in both the health care system and the communities within which 
it operates. In today’s health care environment, most of the focus is 
on treating a disease or illness. To be sure, this is a focus of LSRVNA 
staff as well. However, my Agency goes one step further: We seek to 
provide education and emotional support to motivate and empower 
individuals to not only recover to the fullest extent possible, but to 
make informed independent choices about how to lead their lives and 
prevent future illness. When an individual is terminally ill, our focus is 
to provide comfort and support the dignity and essential worth of not 
only our patient, but our patient’s family as well. Our support groups 
and clinics provide preventative care, emotional support, expert advice 
and encouragement to all who choose to partake. I consider LERVNA 
employees fortunate to be allowed into individual homes to provide 
most of our services. This intimate setting allows us to address not only 
disease and illness, but the complicated emotional, psychological and 
social issues that accompany them. 
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LSRVNA has always embraced the role of technology in home health 
care. Utilization of newer and sophisticated treatments have enabled 
some individuals to recover in their homes when, just a few years ago, 
their only options were to remain in a hospital or to receive care in a 
nursing home. Although the Agency does provide some of the most 
modern home care treatments available, when compared to much of our 
health care system, we are somewhat low-tech providers. Our great- 
est and most valuable asset is the personalized one-on-one care and 
teaching that our nurses, therapists, home health aides, homemakers, 
volunteers and counselors provide to our patients. 


Unfortunately, health care reimbursement is often driven by technol- 
ogy and procedures such as MRIs and operations; home care remains 
an under-funded component of the system. For example, the average 
charge for two nights of room, board and nursing care (not including 
any tests, medications or procedures) in a hospital is roughly equal to 
the amount of money that a VNA is reimbursed for providing up to 60 
days of Medicare-funded home care! Asa result, LSRVNA depends on 
the financial support of the towns and individuals within the area it 
serves. That is why your ongoing support is so vitally necessary. 


Over the past 12 months, LSRVNA staff provided care to more than 
235 Sutton residents. Here is a partial breakdown of the services pro- 
vided: 

e¢ Community health clinics (blood pressure, foot care and flu clinics) 
provided services to at least 129 individuals; 

e Our staff made over 560 home care visits to 34 children, adults and 
newborns ; 

e Seven elderly and disabled individuals received over 365 hours of 
supportive in-home care; and, 

e Two residents received compassionate end-of-life care in their homes 
through our hospice program. Their families and loved ones will 
be provided with bereavement and grief support services at no 
charge. 


Again, although I believe that a vibrant VNA is an integral part of any 
community, LSRVNA would not exist without your ongoing support. 
Speaking on behalf of all Agency employees, I am grateful for your 
continued support and wish you all happiness and the best of health 
in the coming year.

NH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm of the Univer- 

sity of New Hampshire, has engaged New Hampshire residents 
for 94 years with a broad variety of non-formal educational offerings. 
One in four Merrimack County residents took advantage of at least one 
Extension program last year. 


We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food safety, home 
gardening, 4-H (including clubs, camps, special interest programs and 
after school programs for children and teens), nutrition education for 
low-income families, and acculturation for refugee families. We respond 
to the needs of forest landowners, commercial farmers, niche growers, 
farmers’ markets, and many other groups. 


Merrimack County Extension educators also work extensively with 
towns and school districts, organizing and advising after-school pro- 
grams, helping school and town groundskeepers maintain athletic 
fields, landscaped areas, and town forests. We provide guidance to 
community boards on current use, timber tax law, and other land-use 
issues. We also help social service agencies plan programs and stay 
current with the latest research and best practices. 


Our county staff participate—and sometimes take leadership roles—in 
many state and local coalitions, among them the Franklin and Concord 
Asset Building Coalitions, the Concord Substance Abuse Coalition, the 
Timberland Owners Association, N.H. Farm and Forest Exposition 
board, Ausbon Sargent Land Trust outreach committee, N.H. Associa- 
tion for Infant Mental Health, the state Marriage and Family Advisory 
Board, the N.H. Volunteer Administrators Association, and Pittsfield 
Youth Workshop. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet notebooks to all 
town libraries and our educators often appear on WPTL Radio (107.7 
FM), which offers information to residents throughout the station’s 
listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line 
(1-877-398-4769) at our Family, Home & Garden Education Center, 
staffed Monday through Friday, 9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m., and 5:00 p.m. 
to 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday evenings. Last year, the Info Line handled 
nearly 700 requests from Merrimack County residents. 


Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports more 5,000 volunteers 
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statewide: 4-H leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community 
tree stewards, water quality monitors, marine docents, and others, who 
extend the reach of Extension programs into many domains of New 
Hampshire life.

¢ Hire a licensed professional forester to represent your financial interests 
and to protect the long-term health and productivity of your woodlot. 


e Obtain a good written timber harvesting contract. 
e Learn more about current wood markets and prices. 


e Obtain free forestry advice from Merrimack County Cooperative 
Extension. County Forester, Tim Fleury will arrange to visit your woodlot. 
Please call Tim at (603) 796-2151 or 225-5505. 


e Learn more about NH forestry laws including: the Intent to Cut permit, 
the NH Timber Yield Tax, Wetlands permits, Best Management Practices 
for Erosion Control, Basal Area law for Stream and Shoreland Protection 
zones, Slash laws and Timber Trespass laws. 


e Visit the resource library in the Town Hall. Free fact sheets include an 
excellent publication entitled: Selling Timber? Do It Right! Other publications 
include information on: Forest Management Plans, Marking Boundaries, 
Logging Contracts, Best Management Practices, Timber Harvesting Laws, 
Cost-Share Programs, Licensed Foresters and Certified Loggers in NH. 


A timber tax monitor reviews Intent to Cut permits and visits timber harvests 
in Sutton as necessary to insure accurate reporting of timber yields. 


NH Division of Forests & Lands inspecting foresters visit logging operations 
to insure compliance with NH timber harvesting laws and to respond to 
complaints of timber law violations. Call (603) 271-2217.
